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+ Urgent Meeting- 

The life of the Vulcan and District Recreation 
Society which has had its share of adversities along 
with its good fortune, may reach another climax of 
some sort next week. 

A public general meeting has been called to deal 
with two situations which have been before the 
society for some time but only recently were clarified 
and now demand action. Meeting date is Feb. 16, in 
the Vulcan Lodge Hall at 8:00 p.m. 

Presently the society has the beams, lumber, 
fixtures, artificial iee plant and everything usable 
from the former Meadowlark Park curling rink 
which was purchased some time ago. 

On one hand an offer to build the proposed 
community recreation centre at its local site, includ¬ 
ing the suggested 50-foot extension and the artificial 
ice arena portion has been made with an accompany¬ 
ing cost figure. 

On the other hand a firm purchase bid has also 
been received for these assets. 

Bill Wearmouth of Bill Wearmouth Holdings 
Ltd. of Calgary, who originally negotiated sale and 
moving of the building to Vulcan, has made these 
propositions to the recreation group. 

Since the time of purchase of the curling rink 
the project of the society has raised much contro¬ 
versy in town and district among those who favored 
erection of the centre portion before the artificial 
ice arena first, those who favored the reverse and 
those who wanted neither. 

The failure of passage of the bylaw Oct. 18, 
which would have seen the estimated cost of one 
part of the project become available and application 
of a centennial grant possible, left the society ready 
to suspend its operations. Subsequently Vulcan Town 
Council made a conditional offer of a grant of $5,000 
per year towards the project which revived hopes of 
the committee. Discussions at recent meetings of the 
group have centred around ways and means of rais¬ 
ing more money this year to see the building started. 

Approximately $23,000 has already been raised 
for the purchase of the curling rink and a bank 
loan of about $7,000 is still outstanding. It is con¬ 
cern for the wishes of the donors in the fund raising 
campaign and the co-signers of the loan that has 
prompted the recreation group to hold this meeting. 
Those people and everyone, no matter which view 
they hold on this matter are urged to be present and 
hear full details of the latest developments.

Measles Vaccine 
Now Available 
At Baby Clinics 

Elsewhere in this issue is a 
notice that, commencing Feb. 14, 
measles vaccine will be available 
to children between the age of 
three months and three years at 
all clinics of the Foothills Health 
Unit. This vaccine is intended for 
children who have not yet had 
measles and have not received 
measles vaccine from their family 
doctor. 

The vaccine is provided free of 
charge and is a “killed” vaccine 
which is less likely to cause re¬ 
actions than the “live” vaccine 
presently available through pri¬ 
vate channels. It is safe for ad¬ 
ministration at three months of 
age. 

A course of immunization, which 
should be started at as early an 
age as possible, consists of three 
injections at monthly intervals, 
followed by one injection of a 
live vaccine after an interval of 
seven months. Children are not 
eligible to start a course of vac¬ 
cination once they have reached 
their third birthday.

Much enjoyed by the ladles was 
a tour to Lake Louise Friday and 
a conducted tour of the remodelled 
museum at Banff, in addition to 
the regular evening programs. 

The resolution submitted by the 
Vulcan grout* requesting closed 
season from October to June on 
streams was tabled for considera¬ 
tion of the Alberta executive. - 

Vulcan’s second resolution asking 
increased mileage allowance bo 
given game officers was passed 
and will now go {o the Provincial 
Government for consideration. 

A drop of 1,000 in Alberta Fish 
and Game memberships was noted 
at the convention and each club 


was urged to try to rectify this 
siuation this year. Present mem¬ 
bership stands at nbout 17,000 and 
over 160,000 hunting and fishing 
licences are sold each year. 

The hunter-training program 
which is co-sponsored by the Al¬ 
berta Fish and Game and Provin¬ 
cial Wildlife Department is gaining 
much interest throughout the pro¬ 
vince. It appeared possible that by 
1970 this course might become a 
requisite to obtaining a hunting 
licence. Vulcan completed one such 
course last week and another be¬ 
gins February 14. 

A motion which will see the per 
capita assessment from local clubs 
to tlie Alberta body raised from 
.50 to .75 beginning in 1967 caused 
some alarm at an executive meet¬ 
ing of the local group held (Monday 
night of this week. It is feared im¬ 
plementation of this could see Vul¬ 
can “broke” in four years, Judging 
from normal revenue. Presently, 
out of the two dollar memberships 
.50 is the per capita assessment 
and .25 goes to the insurance 
coverage which goes with member¬ 
ships. 

Hon. Henry A. Ruste, provincial 
minister of lands and forests told 
the convention the Wildlife Dam¬ 
age Insurance Fund is in financial 
trouble. If claims against the 
fund, which reimburses farmers 
for grain damage by ail wildlife, 
continue at the rate.they have In 
past two years, the fund may face 
a deficit. In 1964 the fund paid 
$350,000 to farmers for damage 
and last yonr claims totalled 
$225,000. 

Guest speaker at the Saturday 
banquet was the Hon. Arthur 
Laing, minister of natural re¬ 
sources and northern affairs. He 
■spoke of the annual spending start¬ 
ing next year of $6,000,000 by the 
federal government to reimburse 
farmers for use of their wetland 
areas as potholes in order to re¬ 
tain at least 6,000,000 potholes 
which serve as breeding grounds 
and habitat for waterfowl. 

Date set for the annual Sports¬ 
men’s Night banquet and program 
of the Vulcan club is Friday, 
March 25, at the Vulcan Lodge 
Hall.
